The collision was wtt- 


neeaed from the pilot boat Blechamp, 
which was about two miles distant. 
The Blechamp immediately repaired 
to the spot to render assistance. The 
fonce of the collision had cut a great 
bole In tbe Liban's side and it already 
was making water rapidly. The cap' 
tain saw that the only chance WM to 
run tbe steamer aground, and the'Lfc 
ban was headed full speed for the 
shore, but within 17 minutes after the 
collision and while still in deep water 
the forepart of the steamer plunged 
beneath the water, and a few minute* 
later it had disappeared. 


Desperate Efforts at Rescue. 


In the meantime the Blechamp, the 


steamer Balkan, also belonging to the 
Fralssenet company, and other ves- 
sels had drawn near the sinking ship 
and were making desperate efforts to 
rescue those on board The Blechamp 
picked up 40 persons, many of whom 
were at the point of exhaustion. The 
Balkan rescued 37 passengers, and up

The annual feet-waftMng ceremony ; 


of the Bunker sect is held In the 
spring each year, in tbe bumble chap- 
el at Little Bear, O., fust beyond the 
little hamlet of N-etr Lebanon, and at- 
tract* hundreds of visitors from all 
parts of Central OWo 
Owing to the 


steady decline in Dunkerdom and the 
gradual abolition of its outward forms 
by adherents, these ceremonies are 
becoming tea* and lee* frequent in 
the middle west. 


A CHrtoiM Sect. 


Th« Dnnkerg, or Tankers, are an 


jold »ect, essentially a faction of the 
Baptist cburch, and take their name 
from the German "tnnfcen," meaning 
"to flip." The members themselves, 
like tbe Shakers, reoagnfee no title 
save that of brethren. 


Alexander Mack, of Sctewartaenau, 


waa the tonnder of Danterdam, being 
ted, with two other companions, to 
adopt paedo.bap'turt. vta*s In tbe year 
1708 
Persecution soon drove Mack's 


followers from 
Germany to Holland, 


from whence they emigrated to Penn- 
sylvania, just ooe century after tbe 
Pilgrims left 
D*tftslMn?en for Plym- 


outh. This American migration con- 
tinued until 1728, aooHminltfces being 
formed first at G*rmanto<wn and then 
in New Engiacd, Marytenrd, Virginia,

discouraged. 
Similarly, while 


holding of private property was not 
prohibited, it, too, was looked upon 
with disfavor, and 'QOTmnunity of goods 
was established in each settlement, 
while the taking of interest was re- 
garded 
as a sin. Gradually these 


features were dropped by the Ameri- 
can Bunkers as impracticable" in this 
country and age. 


At present at the DunKer meetings 


every member of the congregation 
has full right to exhort and take part 
in the 
religious 
services, and for 


many years no provision was made 
for a regular form of worship. Like 
the Quakers, members addressed their 
colleagues as moved by the spirit to 
do so 
Now, however, a recognized 


ministry of 
Bishops 
and elders is 


maintained, m addition to a hierarchy 
of deacons and deaconesses

tism the triune immersion is employ- 
ed 


The Supper and Foot Washing. 
The most interesting part -of the 


Dunker ceremonials is, of course, the 
foot 
washing 
and 
the antecedent 


Lord's Supper. This latter ceremony 
is held in May, and is observed in the- 
evening only. 


The partaking of the Lord's Supper 


occurs about 7 o'clock in this sec- 
tion of the country, and the service 
opens with a sermon by the presiding 
deacon, m which the full allegorical 
significance of Christ's last supper is 
expounded. 
*• 


At the conclusion 01 the sermon, 


the Dunkers of the congregation file 
to the front of the meeting house, 
where, in the open space between the 
fore rows of chairs that here serve as 
pews, and the slightly elevated altar, 
a table, usually barren of cloths, is 
spread for the entire congregation. 
Cold meat, cold water, salt—that con- 
stitutes the annual supper. The men 
on the one end, the women on the 
other, the ranking deacon and deacon- 
ess at the center, each of the women 
in gingham (held in place by the hook 
and eye, for the sect disapproves of 
buttons) and. sunbonnet, 
for hats, 


too, 
are prohibited for the women, 


there they sit in silence, eating the 
supper of Christ. 


This ceremony over, tie worshipers 


return to their several seats and the 
with its departure a deaconess ent- 
ers, bearing an 
old-fashioned wash- 


tub, filled .almost to the brim with 
warm water, and 
a 
large "roller 


towel." 
Placing the tub before the 


first person on the right in the first 
row of chairs, the man or woman, as 
the case may be, removes the shoes 
and stockings, or socks, "gravely and 
without haste," and "places the feet 
cautiously in the tub." Meantime the 
person on his left, whether man or 
woman, has donned an apron, rolled 
up his sleeves, and is prepared to 
wash and dry his neighbor's feet.
